‘This, 
no doubt, is the general opinion amongst 
Englishmen’ in India. tt is natdtat, 
perhnps, that the shadow of the engle 
should fall more darkly there than oe- 
where; but an unreasonable distrust of 
everything Russian need not necessarily he 
the creed of those whose chief duty it is to 
watch anil wait, Might they not while so 
engaged find time fur 4 more intimate and 
extended study of their distrusted ‘neigh- 
bour? [tis as well to remember that as a 


nation we have other rivals, one at least j- 


whose Far Eastern policy may in the not 
distant future cause us serious trouble. It 
in hardly yet realised by muny people in 
England, whose interests are indirectly at 
stake, that in the Far East, Germany's 
gain is usually England’s direct. loss. The 
most dungerour enemy is often the suppns- 
ed Friend. It hardly possible, while 
travelling for many thousand miles in any 
country, to avcid speculating upon its 
futuro welfaro ; more especially when, as in 
tho presunt ease, such a journey includes 
the farthest limits, on one boundary, to 
which that country's civilisatian reaches, 
and the capital centre fram. which . it 
springs.
